WHETHER  one  shall  plant  the  single  Early  Tulips  or  the 
double  Early  Tulips  depends  on  whether  one  prefers 
delicate  race  or  massive  strength.  Of  the  two  the  double 
Tulips  are  heavier  and  more  sturdy  and  last  longer  in  bloom. 
The  color  range  of  both  groups  is  almost  identical.  However, 
the  double  Tulips  are  about  a  week  later  coming  into  bloom. 

Like  the  single  Early  Tulips,  the  double  kinds  are  best 
grouped  at  the  entrance,  though  because  of  their  heavier 
texture  they  are  very  effective  planted  in  beds  by  themselves. 
They  will  thrive  with  very  little  attention  and  are,  therefore, 
specially  recommended  for  cemetery  planting. 

All  double  Early  Tulips  may  be  grown  in  the  house  during 
the  winter  months.  See  page  42.

You 
may  use  anything  in  the  first  sized  named  Hyacinths 
(page  34,  the  Miniature  Hyacinths  (page  38),  or 
the  Special  Prepared  Dutch  Hyacinths  for  very  early 
bloom,  listed  on  next  page.  Equally  easy  are  the  Single 
Early  (page  20),  and  the  Double  Early  Tulips  (page 
22).  The  Triumph  Tulips  (page  24),  grow  as  easily 
as  the  Early  sorts.  The  Mendel  Tulips  (page  9),  have 


been  developed  specially  for  forcing  and  are  easiest  of 
all  to  grow  in  this  way.  Then  there  is  the  Narcissus 
(page  28),  which  seem  almost  to  grow  themselves. 
There  are  also  the  Lily'ofi- the' Valley  and  the  Calla 
Lilies  which  require  hardly  enough  attention  to  make 
the  experience  interesting. 

The  Freesias  are  a  little  more  difficult,  though  still 
quite  simple.  The  Lilies  require  some  skill  and  the 
beginner  should  prepare  himself  for  some  disappoint' 
ment  the  first  time  he  attempts  to  grow  them.
